NEARLY 100 LIVES LOST 


Twenty-Two Known to Be 


Dead. Fire at Mouth 


of Tunnel 


Storming of the Insurgent 


Stronghold in Samar 


Was Daring 


Manila, Nov. 21.— Major Waller of the 


marine corps lias cabled to Rear Ad- 
miral Rodgers a detailed account of the 
attack made on Nov. 7 by the men of 
bis command upon the rebel stronghold 
at Sojoton, island of Samar. Three in- 
surgent camps were destroyed, 40 bam- 
boo cannon were captured and much rice 
and other stores were destroyed. 


The insurgent stronghold was almost 


impregnable. The Irailg leading to 11 
were lined with poisoned spears stick- 
ing up from the ground antl were filled 
with hidden pitfalls. Major Waller's 
command attacked the enemy unex- 
pectedly. To do this they had to scale 
.a cliff 200 feet high. This they climbed 
barefooted over bamboo ladders. At 
the top they found boulders piled up 
ready to be precipitated upon an at- 
tacking party. 


Major Waller was not personally pres- 


ent at the actloa. He praises Captain 
Porter and Captain Bearss for their 
splendid work and says too much 
praise cannot be giveu the marines 
themselves, whose behavior he char- 
acterizes as brilliant in every respect. 
The major considers the scaling of 
cliffs 200 feet high as a new feature of 
warfare and says such men would be 
able to do anything anywhere. Thirty- 
of the eneiry were killed. The marines 
sustained a few trifling wounds. 


Telluride, Col., Nov. 21--Nearly 100 


men were probably suffocated in the 
Smuggler union min in Marshall Basin 
as the result of fire which consumed 
the building-s at the mouth of the Bul- 
lion tunnel.

usually maintained a small guard, tbe 
Liberals left the train and in the initial 
skirmish which began soon afterwards, 
Patino was killed. 


The command of the Liberals then de- 


volved on Colonel Ban-era, and they 
continued their march on Colon, arriv- 
ing a few minutes after tbe train, thus 
surprising the whole town. Tbe gov- 
ernment troops at Colon were outnum- 
bered by the Liberals. Fighting im- 
mediately began at tha barracks, which 
was soon taken. There Seaor Jaeu, a 
Judge of. the criminal court, was killed, 
and Senor Muskus, the district repre- 
sentative of the department of the in- 
terior, was mortally wounded. 


Fighting subsequently occurred at the 


town hall, which was also taken by the 
Liberals. Among the prisoners cap- 
tured by the Liberals there were the 
prefect, Guardia, and the commandante 
of police. 


Senor Paredes, the mayor, managed 


to reach the gunboat General Plnzon, 
which sailed Tuesday night for a desti- 
nation unknown, probably Carthagena. 


Communication with Panama was re- 


itored yesterday. This reveals that no 
lighting has occurred there, that every- 
thing is quiet and that the city is still 
in the hands of the government. The is- 
sue depends on the.result of the fighting 
which is doubtless now occurring at 
Chorrera, news of which is anxiously 
awaited here. 


At a conference between Commander 


McOrea of the Machias, United States 
Consul Malmore, Colonel Shaler, super- 
intendent of the Panama railroad, and 
Colonel Barrera, commander of tbe Lib- 
erals, the last named was informed why 


' the marines had been landed from the 
Machias. Barrera promised to guard 
the city with his troops. 


Today trains will be crossing the 


Isthmus as usual and there has been no 
obstruction of free transit so far. 


Tbe news of the capture of Colon, 


which reached Panama when communi- 
cation with that city was restored, was 


• a great surprise to the inhabitants of 
the city on the other side of the isthmus. 


,1 Colon—which went by the name of 
'Aspinwall until the Colombian authori- 
ties enforced a change in its name by 
rejecting all mail matter so addressed— 
If built in an unhealthy site on the well- 
wooded coral island uf Manzacilla, off 
the northern coast of the Isthmus of 
Panama. It is the Atlantic terminus of 
the Panama railway, tbe Pacific ter- 
minus being the city of Panama, 48 
Bales distant. 


Colon was origlnallly intended to serve 


as a port of transit. /It developed 
within a few years to be the centre of 
supply for many neighboring towns. 
Tbe entire island was ceded to the rail- 
way company in 1852. and the growth 
of Colon has been mainly due to the 
growth of the business of the Panama 
railway and the Pacific Mail Steamship 
company, and to the work on the Pan- 
ama canal. In 1800 the population of 
the place was about 2500; in 1872 it was 
6600, and recent estimates of the num- 
ber of residents have been as high aa 
10,000. x 


A large proportion of the population 


has always been Jamaican and Spanish 
negroes. On 'March 31, 1885, the place 
was almost completely destroyed by flre. 
A revolutionary movement under the 
lead of Preston was in progress and haw 
possession of tbe place. The govern- 
ment forces under General Aizpnra 
marched against the town, and when 
the rebel leader found that defeat was 
Inevitable he set fire to the city in va- 
rious places, and then made his escape, 
with a few of his followers. The town 
was1 soon In ruins. 


The city was then rebuilt, a fresh 


Impetus having been given to it for a 
time by the work on the Panama canal. 
On Sept. 22, 1890, the town was visited 
by another destructive fire, three- 
fourths of the place, including the most 
Important business houses, being laid in 
ruins. The loss by this conflagration 
was nearly 
$2»000,000. 
Again, oo 


March 23, 1896, Colon was visited by a 
big fire, tha loss reaching $300,000.

another kind of "Dutchman." ' When at 
night they discover tbe door of a building 
not locked, they nail a little piece of wood 
on the back of the door, a foot or so from 
the floor, and another prcce on the floor, 
say an equal distance from tbe bottom ctf 
the door. Then a board is obtained, one 
end of which is placed against the cleat 
which has been made on the floor, while 
the other end rests loosely agaiust tb- 
back of tbe door. When everything i 
ready, the policeman gently pulls tb' 
door to, the board slips under the cleat 
and the place is so securely locked thnt 
when the occupant comes the next morn- 
ing he must either break in the door or 
get a ladder and enter in that way. So 
much for tbe handy uses of Dutchmen, 
and there may be others.— Philadelphia 
Ledger.

C. Q. Richmond of the Hoosac Val- 


ley street railway company is in Bos- 
ton today, and it is understood that he 
is there in an attempt to induce the 
Boston and Albany directors to grant 
his company a temporary grade cross 
ing at Mapte Grove where the big over 
head trestle js to be built. 


The company has been rushing its 


work with all possible speed to enable 
it to run cars to Cheshire this winter, 
and the roadbed has been completed 
from that town to the Maple Grove 
crossing. The arches at the harbor 
will be completed in a few days, the 
poles are all set, and with the string- 
ing of the wires the company would be 
ready to operate its cars on that side 
of Maple Grove. 


The permission for the grade cross- 


ing at Park street in Adams has al- 
ready been given, and since the per- , 
mit for one at Maple Grove is only to 
stand until spring, when the big tres- ! 
tie can be put in, there is hope that it 
will be granted. 


The only other break now left in the 


line is at the bridge over the Hoosac 
river on Commercial street near W. C- 
Plunkett & Sons mills. The delay here 
is caused by the American Bridge com 
pany, which has not completed the ma 
terial for the bridge and may not be 
able to do so for some time. 


To provide for this Mr. Rivers of the 


firm of Eivers & Young of Holyoke, 
who are building the trestle for the 
Berkshire company at the 
reservoir, was summoned to Adams 
today to consult with Superintendent 
Nary. He was asked to figure on^the 
building of a trestle across the river 
to be set on piles, the trestle to be 105 
feet long with three spans and to be 
capable of filling the gap until the new 
iron bridge is made and put in place. 
He said he could bring his pile-driver 
from Cheshire in about a week, but 
was told he must be ready for work 
on Monday morning even if he had to 
get another machine. 


It is probable that the contract for 


this work, cabling for it* speedy com- 
pletion, will be given this afternoon. 


That the company means business is 


proved by the statement that if the 
temporary crossirig at Maple Grove is 
not obtained, a shed will be erected 
on the Cheshire side as a car barn and 
that cars will be run and a transfer 
made.

The 


jpriee of grain, which exceeds all high 
water figures of late years, is the cause 
of the grumbling on the part of the 
'farmers. 
Whereas meal 
and 
corn 


goods were 80 centt to SO cents per 100 
pounds for several years, 
they 
are 


now $1.35 per 100 pounds, a difference 
of a halt dollar. The farmers claim 
that they cannot affoid to sell their 
ml'k at the same price with grain so 
high and though they have not yet 
made any move, it would not be sur- 
,pris.mg if they came together at any 
Time in the near future and decided 
upon some action. 


So far as the consumer is concerned, 


It is generally felt that six cents a 
quart Is enough to pay for milk; yet, 
it is difficult to dispute the farmer 
when he presents his case, for he cer- 
tainly has just cuse. The milkmen do 
not contemplate any gain themselves, 
but are simply preparing for any act 
on the part of the farmers. They say 
that they will raise the price only 
•when the supply costs more, and then 
in accordance with the increase which 
they have to pay. One milkman said 
this'morning he had heard nothing of 
tj»« talk, but h« hoped 
that 
there 


firould be 'no raise. He said it was 
bard enough to get six cents a quart 
for milk.

Of 
these three are residents, twenty-seven 
snmmer migrants, twenty-one occasional 
visitors and eighteen rare stragglers. The 
land birds are few, including only seven 
residents and five that come in summer to 
breed, but the most interesting birds now 
probably arc tha not them wren, the great 
northern dive and the Iceland falcon. 
Singing birds are few. There are sixteen 
species of ducks and geese and seven 
birds of prey, but the rock ptarmigan i« 
the only g.iffie bird.

MACK SPEAKS AGAIN 


Tells Carpenters at Their 


Smoke Talk That Things 


are Not as They 


Should Be 


THE 6RADE CROSSIH6 QUESTION

Speeches by 


William Dobson and C. M. 


Brown. Only One Mayor 


of North Adams 


The carpenters' union held a very 


successful smoke talk in Foresters' 
hall last evening, when a large num- 
ber of the members of other unions, 
particularly 
of the building trades 


unions, were their guests. 


The smoke talk followed the reg- 


ular meeting of the union, at which 
routine business was transacted. Sam- 
uel Krurn presided at th'e smoke talk, 
and every seat in the hall was taken 
and there were many stanfilng -when 
fie opened the meeting 


William Dobson ana C. M. Brown 


were the speakers of the first part of 
the evening. They spoke upon the prin 
ciples of unionism, Mr. Dobson explain 
'ing some of the false ideas that get 
abroad. 
Both speakers also touched 


on the political situation in this city, 
and Mr. Brown's closing argument led 
to the question, "Have \ve ever had 
more than one mayor in North Ad- 
ams?'" 


At 10 o'clock 
light 
refreshments 


were served and then cigars and pipes 
were enjoyed while John H. Mack, as- i 
pirant for the democratic nomination , 
for mayor, spoke upon the issues -of ( 
the municipal campaign. His address 
follows: 
I—

Mr. !Hack'> AddreM 


Mr. Mack after discussing the labor 


problem on the same lines as in his 
speech last Thursday night, s oke on 
municipal matters as follows: 


A growing evil of the present day is 


the. control of many of the cities of 


e country by private 
corporations. 


If this evil is not combatted in time, 
the rights of the people will be so far 
transgressed that when they awaken 
:o the fact of the power and influence 
they are under it will be too late to 
recitfy 
it. The unwise 
uolicy of 


iving away valuable franchises with- 


out remuneration to the public has 
continued so long that the people are 
just awakening to the wastefulness 
and extravagance of the results. The 
cities of Philadelphia, N«w York, San 
Francisco, Chicago and Cleveland are 
samples of cities where private cor- 
porations have dominated their muni- 
cipal affairs, and thousands of dollars 
Vorth of the people's property have 
been given away in the way of fran- 
chise etc. 
In the recent election in 


San Francisco, there was an overturn- 
ing of the city government, and the 
labor party candidate 
was 
elected 


mayor. The Union Pacific 
railroad 


had dominated m the control of the 
government for so many years that 
the people at last arose enmasse, threw 
party lines aside, and elected the man 
they thought would look after their 
interest. 


It is this private corporation in- 


fluence in many cities Irr this country 
that gives rise to that growing prin- 
ciple 
in 
municipal 
legislation, the 


referendum. When a city seeks to ac- 
quire new 'property, or give away any 
of its property, this should be done 
only after consulting the people. We 
should at all times in dealing with the 
people's property, and unless the de- 
mands be very urgent a'hd of vital 
necessity to the public welfare, we 
should consult the people in all mat- 
ters that pertain to their property. 


The referendum has not character- 


ized to any great extent any of our ad 
minisflraiions 
since 
we became 
a 


city and although we have acquired 
new property and attempted to ac- 
quire other property, not once have 
the people been consulted as to their 
wishes. The Colegrove park scheme 
ultimately meant 
an expenditure of 


$40,000 t0 $50,000 of the people's mon- 
ey and yet they were 
never asked 


whether they wanted the property or 
not. 


The Hoosac Valley street railway 


is today petitioning for rights of way 
to build their road over some of the 
most important streets in our city. We 
should all favor the building of the 
road, as I beleive the public demands 
require it and it will aid in the de- 
velopment of our city. 


This important question, the next 


mayor of our city will have to deal 
with. I believe our streets worth some- 
thing to us and if the people should 
commission me to be the trustee of 
their municipal affairs for the coming 
year I would see that this franchise 
brought to the city treasury all that 
it is worth. I believe the local com 
pany should be given the preference 
over outside coporations, 
but that 


preference should not be given at the 
expense of the city. 


The Hoosac Valley street railway 


company says in their 
petition, to 


quote the exact language, "The cor- 
poration does not ask for the exclus- 
ive right to use- the streets for railway 
purposes, but expressly states that th« 
said streets may be used for the loca- 
tion of the tracks of any other street 
railway company, whenever the city 
council shall determine that the in- 
terests of the public requires." I do 
not believe in these conditions and it 
is better that this condition should 
read, wlien the people shall desire it 
and not the city council. 


Two years ago the city council vot- 


ed an appropriation of $12,000 to build 
two bridges to accommodate the street 
railway who were about to extend 
their tracks to 
CiarRsourg. I be- 


lieve if the people had been consult- 
ed on this question, they would hava 
said to this corporation, "We have giv- 
en 
you enough, in giving you the 


streets, build your own bridges." W« 
should all favor public improvements, 
administered judiciously, fairly 
an* 


impartially. But that 
system 
that 


tends toward the development of priv- 
ate property at the expense of the city 
should not be tolerated. The miblic 
works department should stick fast 
to the motto "Equal 
rights to all,, 


special privileges to none." 


A matter that has been discussed 


lately and one of great Importance to 
North Adame, is the abortion of the 
State street crowing. In 1890, a.law. 


•was passed by the legislature, author- 
izing cities where the tracks of any 
railroad 
corporation 
crossed their 


etreets at grade, that on petition to 
the superior court a commission would 
be appointed 
to abolish such' cross- 


ings. The cost of the sam« was to be 
portioned as follows: 65 per cent to 
the railroad company, 25 to the state 
and 10 per cent to the town or city. 
The state appropriated for this work 
five million dollars, and as the fund 
has been used with the exception of 
$400,000 and as the state's share is 25 
per cent, it will be seen that nearly 
eighteen million dollars has been ex- 
pended in abolishing grade crossings 
in Massachusetts during the past ten 
years. Every city in the state has abol 
ished their dangerous cros<dngs and 
city of Brockton alone has abolished 
five. 


We have in this city the state street 


crossing, the 
Braytonville crossing, 


the Greyiock caofasmg, and the two 
crossings in Blackinton. North A<3- 
ams has taken no steps in this direc- 
tion although the State street crossing 
has been pronounced one of the most 
dangerous 
in 
Massachusetts, W6 


should not wait until life-has been 
taken and propeity damaged before we 
move to take advantage of -& lav/ that 
was clearly passed for this purpose. 
What every other city in Massachu- 
setts has done North Adams has fail- 
ed to do. 


It is said that we will soon have to 


build a bridge on State street that will 
cost the city from $20,000 to $25,000 dol- 
lars. If by abolishing- the State street 
crossing we can make the railroad com 
pany pay 65 per cent of this and the 
state 25 per cent would it not be a good 
investment for North Adams. 
If the 


crossing between Greyiock and Black- 
inton and 
known as the 
covered 


bridge, which was discontinued with 
great inconvenience to the people of 
that section of the city, on account of 
the bridge being unsafe, if we 
pe- 


ition«d for the abolishment of that 
crossing that will necessitate the build- 
ing of a 
new bridge, the railroad 


company and the state would have to 
pay the major part of the expense. 
The rights of the people of our city 
should take precedence to the 
Bos- 


ton & Maine railroad m this matter, 
and the citizens have the power to 
commission their r.fxt mayor to take 
the necessary steps of investigating 
this matter, as the law provides, see 
what can be done and then submit i 
it to the people and let them deal with 
it

BUILOINGJOLIAPSED 


When the Big Coal Car Ran 


Off the Track and 


Plunged Into It 


CRASH HEARD ALL OVER VILLA6E 


Not a Whole Timber Left This Morning 


in Two-Story Storehouse of Wil- 


liamstown Manufacturing Com- 


pany. 
Thought It Was 


an Earthquake 


A whole battery of Uncle Sam's big- 


gest guns could not have made a more 
complete wreck of the storehouse of 
the williamstown manufacturing com- 
pany at WilWamstown Station than 
one unruly freight car made of it 
shortly after 9 o'clock last night. The 
building, which was 
about 
40 feet 


square and two stories high, was lev- 
elled to the ground as flat as a pan- 
cake and the loss on it is total and 
will reach, provided the 200 bqjes of 
doth in it are not damaged, $600. The 
building was Jnsured against fire, but 
not against freight cars; but the loss, 
of course, Will have to be borne by the 
railroad company. Three men jumped 
from the car, but were not Injured. 


The accident happened while 
th? 


night switch gang of the railroad yard 
was placing cars of coal on, the trestle 
above the coal sheds of Waterman & 
Moore and S. J. Kellogg. Four cars 
were being placed on the trestle and 
when the motion was given to stop, 
the brakes on the engine refused to 
work, and the head car ran off the 
end of the trestle and struck the store 
house. 
The building was pushed for- 


ward and then collapsed. The car was 
No. 80,237 of the New York Central & 
Hudson River railroad, and with its 
contents weighed 115,600 pounds. The 
car ran nearly half off the trestle, the 
building 
accomplishing' what 
the 


brakes failed to, and the front trucks 
dropped down and now hang on a part 
of the trestle. 


Three of the members of the switch 


gang were on the car when the crash 
came and all jumped, but in 
some 


manner all escaped injury. 
Conduct- 


or John Hiser was on the front of the 
car and leaped into the 
collapsing 


building. Hex struck on the roof and 
went down with the building, but re- 
mained on top of the wreck and was 
not hurt. Joseph Noel and Harry Mc- 
Cann, brakemen, jumped 
from 
the 


side of the car to the road below, but 
neither sustained injury. 
The engine 


was No 979 and was in charge of En- 
gineer George Byrd. 


The crash was terrific and was heard 


all over the Station. 
Many believed 


that the evening express had crashed 
into a train in. the yard, as the acci- 
dent happened right after the train 
had gone, while one man 
thought 


there had been an earthquake. 
As 


.soon as it was learned what had han- 
pened, Supt. R R. Kelly of the 
Wil- 


liamstown 
manufacturing 
company 


was notified and he hastened to the 
scene. There were 200 bales of cotton 
in the store house and these were cov- 
ered with canvas. 
It is not known \ 


whether they were damaged or not, but 
It is expected that some are torn. A 
watchman was placed at the building 
by Station Agent Houghton immedi- 
ately, and this morning the manufac- 
turing company began to move the 
cloth to the store house near the mill. 


The debris was scattered over the 


roads which lead to the coal sheas 
and this morning a gang of men clear- 
ed the roads for the coal teams. Dur- 
ing the morning the report became 
prevalent that the freight house had 
been demolished and several began to 
look for goods which they expected. 


The building has been struck before, 


but only slightly damaged. One corner 
was broken several years ago. The car 
last night struck the corner just right 
to move the building from the foun- 
dation 
and to crush it Even the 


floor was broken into kindling wood 
and this morning it was impossible to 
find an, unbroken timber In the whole 
building.
